To the 
Northern Shan States the frontier remained quiet during the year, and the internal 
administration was satisfaciorily, if uneventfully, carried on. Crime decreased, 
but the volume of it is in any case sniall. The rainfall was sufficient: the 
tice crop was up to the average, and other crops fared well though tca eulfered 
from an abnormally hot season. The forest revenue fell owing to arcidental and — 
temporary causes. The expenditure on public works increased, the amount oh Ae 
contributed from the revenues of the States being over four and a half takhe of et 
rupees. The total revenue of the country increased and the finaness of the ihe 2 
vatious States were generally in a sound condition. In the State of Biting Mit ge 
and the two small Shan States of Thaungthut and Kanti in the Upper Chindwin 
District, the year wa’ again one of peace and prosperity.

The greater part of the land so lezsed durmg 
the year was leased for rubber cultivation, mainly in the Tenasserim Division, — 
A few leases of land were made in some exceptional circumstanc:s in order to 
avest disputes.

The death-cate was abnormal, rising to sod 

por mille, but the high death rates at Myingyan and Rangoon were chiafly 
accountable for this great increase. At Rangoon the death-rate was the highest — 
recorded since 1837.

Instruments of sale of 
the value of Rs. 100 and upwards and instruments of mortgages both increased in 
gumber and value. The high pace of rice in Lower Burma, a bad harvest in 
the Arakan Division which csused enforced sales, andthe expansion of the mining 
tndustry inthe Tavoy District were all contribut-ry causes of the rise. A slight 
improvement discernible in the figures for Rangoon Town leads to the hope that 
land valucs arc recovering from the depression from which they have euffered 
since the cclilapse of the land boom.

Stock and 27. The mortality in the Province from cattle disease fell considerably, . in 

Bice. Lower Burma an increase of 3.000 deaths is more than accounted for by an 
outbreak of rinderpest that carried off g,000 head of cattle in the Merguiand Thatér 
Districts, and is further counterbalanced by a decrease of 66 per cent. in the number 
of deaths in Upper Burma. The deerease was appreciable in every kind of 
contagious disease, but particularly in the case of anthrax. There was a senous 
outbreak of surra in the Myitkyina [District among the mules brought in from 
China. Preventive inoculation was carried out in thirteen Districts, and the results 
were satisfactory. Proposals for extending facilities for inseviation against rinder- - 
pest were under discussion during the year, and the use of segregation camps was 
further extended. The growth inthe numbers of agricultural stock was general 


and normal, with the exception of sheep that are in insignificant numbers in the 
Province, and again show a slight decrease. 


Weather and 28. The season of 1912-13 was inarked by excellent crops. The rainfall was 
Crop. good over Lower Burma, and in Upper Burma the uplands in the dry zone 
benefited by favourable early and late rains. In irrigated areas the water-supply 

was ample and a fair harvest was also gathered in riverinetracts. “The occupied 

area increased, while the area left fallow fell by 9 per cent. and the area on which 

crops failed to mature fell by as much as 4g per cent. All Districts, both in Lower 

e and Upper Burma, shared in the general prosperity, and decreases where they 
oCcurred were slight and unimportant. The area under rice increased greatly, and 

likewise the area under every kid of crop save wheat rose. Even groundnut and 

€¢samum enjoyed a coincident expansion, all the more remarkable as generally

31. The co-oferative movement continued to gain strength during the year, Coere 
both in Upper Burma where it is now firmly established, and in Lower Burma. 
where conditions are somewhat different. A Central Baok wag opened: a 
Sagu to finance societies in the Minbu District and the Upper Burma. Ceatra! 
Bank at Mandalay targely increased its business. Its loans to societies 
amounted to close on Rs. 17 lakhs, and it held Rs. 15°25 lakhs of depaste. 

It paid a dividend of » per cent. and carried a substintial sum to reserve. The 
management of the l’akdkku Centra} Bank improved. The number of Rural Credit 
- Societics increased largely and they showed a bigger profit. The larger portion of 
them are formed into unions, and the number of these unions incrcased earre- 
spondingly. Good progress was made with the Mén Canal Colonization Scheme. —

It is surmised that the 
sanctioned cost of the Excise establishment will in future years absorb about 10 per 
cent. of the gross receipts of the Excise revenue, being proportionately three times 
as much as for the whole of the restof Indiain 1911-12. It has been decided to debit 
4% per cent. of the total cost of the combined establishment to the Imperial head 
* Salt.” The increase in the gross Excise revenue during the year was Rs. 844 
lakhs and was largely due to an advance of nearly seven lakhs of rupees in the 
receipts from upum. The consu:nption of the drug fell during the year by just over 
to per cent. but the advance of 25 per cent. in the wholesale price made at the end 
of the previous year counterbalanced the effect of smaller issues. This decline in 
the issues of opium was very marked in the four northern Districts of the Mandalay 
Division and considerable in Akyab and Rangoon. The number of registered Bur- 
man opium consumers continued to diminish and now stands at 11,080. In spite, 
however, of this apparent falling off in the opium consumption of the Province, the 
contraband trade in opium and drugs still bulks large, and there is much reason to 
fear that opium is merely giving way to drugs even more deleterious. The cocaine 
habit is spreading slowly but surely over the whole of Lower Burma, while 
morphia dens in Rangoon constitute a serious and growing evil, under present 
conditions almost impossible to eradicate. 

The revenue from liquor license fees and duty increased by over one lakh 
of rupees but it is believed that the increase arises from the displacement of illicit 
liquors and not from a spread in the habit of drinking. Nearly half of the receipts 
from excisable liquors were contributed by the country beer shops, There wasa

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4. The year in the Souther Shan States was uneventfu’ and on the whole 

. prospcrous. The administration oi the States was satisfactcrily and in some 

cases excellently conducted by their Chicfs,- but there were some notable excep- 
tions. In Mong Nai the administration is reported to have been inefficient and 
corsupt. Im Mawkmai internal dissensianscuiminated in the murder of the Judicial 
Amat and a few months later in the dooting of the State treasury of all its contents. 
The small State of Loi Ai was afflicted by the misconduct of its Chief, who extended 
his protection to cattle thieves and proclaimed offend: rs. The Chicfs of these two 
latter States were removed, and successors appointed in their stead T ere was 
peace on the Chinese border throughout the vear, and little crime on the frontier. 
On the Mekhong no complaints were received from the French authuvities. The 
disputed boundary in Méng Hang was finally settled in favour of Siam. 

, The sanctioned strength of the battalion of Military Police (1,136 of all ranks) 
remained unchanged. Its conduct was excellent. The difficulty of yetting suita- 
ble Sikh recruits was still felt, but che supply of a good class of Gurkhas and Shans 
continued. The Shan half-company was brought up to full strength, but it is 

inted out that the erection of married quarters for it is an urgent necessity. 

€ sanctioned strength of the Civil Police was g6 as in the previous year, The 
conduct of the force is spoken of unfavourably, though some good work was done. 
The work of the local police-forces maintained by the different States was unequal 
and generally unsatisfactory. ts quality is said to vary in direct ratio with the 
efficiency of the administration of the State. In the Yawnghwe Staie, where the 
largest number of cases was dealt with, detection was poor and the conduct of 
officers was unsatisfactory. In the Myelat there was a large increase of crime in 
the Esa Mong Hkam State, and :«any of the cases were beyond the capacity of 
the State Police. Railway cerstruction is said to have had a disturbing effect on 
this State.

The health of the men was good and their dis- 
cipline excellent. The str ngth of the Government Civil Pol:ce was raised during 
the year to a total of t12 of all ranks by the addition of one Inspector, two head- 
constables and 21 constables.

Realization of the Revenue.

‘Th: object of this Act is to transfer 
to the Coinmissioner of Police the jurisdiction over hackney curriages which was 
vested in the Municip1 Committee by Act XIV of 1873 Opportunity has also 
been taker: to make certain provistons with regard to rickshaws and to provide for 
other matters which Bs Ee shown to bz either necessary or desirable.

31. The sanctioned strength of the Civil Police force (excluding 
Town Police) at the end of 1912 was 15,544, composed of 1,380 officers 
men, an increase of 12 officers and 193 men, or a total of 205 over the figun 
of the previous year. The actual strength of the force, however, fell sho: 
this by 37 officers and 803 men. The service was unpopular in the lower ranks. andes 
as the pay was small and the road to promotion had been practically closed to the _ 
rank and file by the discontinuance, on the recommendation of the Police Commis- 
sion, in 1907, of the recruiting of investigating officers from the ranks. | s 
have been taken to remedy this, and to render service in the lower ranks of 
police more popular. | | 


An addition of one appointment in the second grade of District Suoermtemfent x 
af Police was made with effect trom the rst April 1912 on the creation of anew ve 
District ; the cadre of Inspectors too was increased by three. Three Pr SO b 
Assistant Superintendents were appointed by the Secretary of State during the

The cost uo the force increased from Rs. 56:46 lakhs to Rs. 61°74 lekhs, 
bemg swelled pertly by the grant of a bonus of half a month’s pay to all officers 
and men whose pay dil not exceed Rs. 50 per mensem on the occasion of the 
Royal Coronation Durbar of Their Imperial Majesties at Delhi, and partly by 
the payment of increased conveyance allowances. 


32. During the year 557 men were dismissed or removed, and 228 deserted. 
Both these figures are advances on the previous year's figures. The advances oa 
amount ts $°22 per cent. and 4°11 per cent. respectively. Mayisterial pumish- caking. 
ments increased, but the number of men punished departmentaily decreased 
shghily. Eight cases in which violunce was proved to have been offered to 
prisoners by policemen occurred during the year: they were all severely dealt 
with. On ihe other hand 7 officers and 36 men were rewarded with special 
promotion, and 2,121 officers and men received rewards on different occasions. 

The Police Friendly Society in Ma-ubin has now taken firm root, and has 167 
members with 677 shares representing a capital of Rs. 6,770. Its extension 
to other Districts is being considered. The percentage of literate to actual 
strength remains at 86. ‘Che number of old constables trained at the local depéts _ 
during the year increased by 180, Two thousand threc hundred and ten recruits 
underwent Waining, ind the casualties before the completion of training fell by Ais => haces 
to 357. Ninety-seven per cent. of the recruits appearing for the final examina- 
tion qualified. The percentage of passes in the quarterly exammations cose from 
87 tog3. The conduct of the men a these depots was good. The results of 
iusketry Uainiug showed itile change from the previous year, Courses of instruce 
tion in First Aid to the injured continued to be given at headquarters of ts.

33. Rupees 78,450 were allotted in the budget of 1912-13 for Civil Police Buildings.

were not provided. The proper housing of the Civil Police in the Province 1s a 
question of much urgency, while the state of the police lock-uns throughout the 
country calls for attention owing to the want of Sufficient accommodation.

88. The advances made under the Agriculturists’ Loans Act during the year Ay 
amounted to Rs, g'61 lakhs bringing the aygregate sum loaned out upto Rs. 90°91 
lakhs. The amount due for collection was Rs. 13°15 lakhs, of which Rs. 1010 
lakhs were collected within the year. being 83 per cent. of the amount due as 
against 75 per cnt. in 1gtt-t3. The increase ts to be attributed to the good 
harvests of the ve.r. Suspensions amounted to Rs. 1°22 lakhs; and the principal 
overdue ai the cnd of the year was Rs. 1°26 lakhs, though almost the whole of 
this amount was collected by the end of the agricultural year in June 1913. The 
halance outstanding w2s Rs. 10°76 lakhs. In five Districts, Pegu, Tharrawaddy, 
Magwe, Meiktila aid Yan:éthin, it was found necessary to suspend the collection 
of large sums. In Magwe irrigation failed in the Taungdwingyi Subdivision, and 
in Meiktila and Yaréthin cultivators were still suffering from the fathure of 
former harvests. In Pegu collection was delayed and in Tharrawaddy great 
difficulty was experienced in collecting advances made four or five years ago. 
The issue of these advances is in sfreat measure left to the discretion of the 
district officers. They are utilized by cultivators in the purchase of seed and 
cattle. ‘the extension ot co-operative creuit societics will m process of time © 
render the issue of thesc loans unnecessary. 

The amount advanced under the Land Improvement Loans Act was 
Rs. 16,1975, double the sum lent in 1911-12. The Districts which made an 
increased use of the facilities offered by the Act were [hatén, Thayetmyo and 
Myingvan; in the first named District the loans were utilized for the erection of 
bunt's t» keep out sea water and in the other two for purposes of unigation. — 

The profit accruing to the Local Government from these loan operations, 
after repayment of principal and interest at 3% per cent. to the Goverment of 
India amounted to Rs. 48,619. 


89. Protection by emhankments from inundation of lands suitable for cult- Henway x 
vation is undertaken ona large scale by the Irrigation Branch of the Public 
Works Department along the course of the Irrawaddy ‘iver in Lower Buema and 
also on a smaller scale along the banks of the Sittang River and along the Yayundy 
Stream in the Pegu District. These embankments on the west bank of the 
Irrawaddy consist of cue running from the north of the My.anaung Subdivision of 
the Henzada District to the entrance to the Ngawun or Bassein River and a 
second surrounding the north of the Henzada Island from the Thabavng Township 
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H¥.= on the south-west to Pantanaw onthe south-east. A short embankment on the 

amp east ba k of the Irrawaddy runs from Sagagyi to Sangin. Furthes soath the 

Deemeane- aorthern portions of the Ma-ubin and Théngwa Islands have been similarly 

. embanked. The three embankments along the Sitting River are kaown as tbe. 
Sittang, the Zwebat-Moyingyi and the Pegu embankments. For the 
embankments proper, in which the Myanaung, the Henzeda Island, the 
Sangin and the Théngwa Island embankments are included, both 
and revenue accounts are kept. The remaining embankments have revenue 
accounts only. 

The total capital outlay on the embankments for which capital and reveume 

- accounts are kept was Rs. 39°37 lakhs. Working expenses amounted to Rs. g'49 
lakhs and receipts to Rs. 14°33 lakhs, thus showing a profit of Rs. 10°84 lakbs, or 
a return of 27°52 per cent. on the capital outlay. The area protected by 
these woras is yiven in the depaitmental report at 482,923 acres. From embank- 
ments for which only revenue accounts are kept, a net revenue of Rs. 5°35 lakhs 
was derived; the area protected by them was 196,147 acres. All these 
compare favourably with the previous year, but the return on the embankments 
of the fcriner description was slizhtly less owing to an increase in the woking 
expenses. 

The work of embanking the Yayundy Stream was practically completed dunag 
the year. The accounts show a deficit of Ks. 19,025 onthe year's working, The 
area protected is given at 1,648 acres. The work of raising the Ma-ubin Island 
embankment was continued, and the expenditure on this work now amounts to 
Rs. 12,619 ona sanctioned estimate of Rs. 16,159. An extension of the Sakangyi 
retirement of this embankment was completed at a cost of Rs. 21,362. A sum of 
Rs. 32,278 was spent during the year on the Ngawun branch of tne Henzada 
gection of :he Irrawaddy embankment for the constructivn of a retirement and 
Rs. 11,782 on raising the embankment of the Heazada section. A sum of 
Rs. 1,00,000 was paid over tothe Burma Railways as co:npensation for the damage 
done and the loss of traffic caused by the demolition of portion of the Letpadaa- 
Tharrawa: Line iv 1907.

Shan States Railway now being built. Noother line was in course of construction. 
The projected Ta Hapalai-Nampai Railway was further considered during the year, 
but no final decision was artived at. The proposal to construct a railway 
from Myingyan to Natogyi was revived and the matter is under consideration. 
Negotiations were opened for the construction of a line from Kyangu to Petye. 
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In the Temagserim Division the surveys of the projected lines from Ye to Yebym, 
trom Ye to Three Pagodas, Moulmein to Three Pagodas and from Tavoy to wg 
were completed and the projects are now under consideration. Proposals for 

construction of a light railway from Moulmein to Victoria Point were set on foot. 
The survey was completed after the close of the year and the project is beng 
examined. The question of railway communication between India and Assam was 





again brought forward during the year and at the instance of the Government of 


India the collection of information and statis'ics with reference to the alternative 
two routes rid Manipur and vid the Flukong valley was set on foot. Among other 
works the doubling of the line from Pegu to Pyuntaza and from Pyuntaza to 
Nyaunglebin was in progress during the year.

The receipts and expenditure under the head “Salt” are wholly Imperial. 
The revenue is derived from the duty on the imports of foreign sait into the 
Province, and from the duty on the manufactured locally. In the latter case 
the duty is collected direct on the actual output in seven Districts, and elsewhere 
is assessed by means of a composition duty on the vessels used in the marutfac- 
ture. The rates of duty remained unchanged during the year, but as it has been 
found that the local industry supported with ease the tmposition of a duty of 


10 annas per maund, it has bsen decided to raise the direc duty rate and the 


composition rates 20 per cent. in 1914. No change was made in the law 
affecting salt or in the methods of the collection of duty, but a new Salt Bill for 
Burma was drafted during the year. 


£42. Th~ total output of salt in the Province during the year amounted to — 
839,653 miaunds as compared with 714,185 maunds in :ges. The Mistricts

Lectures were delivered during the 
year in connection with educational work in Burma. The Bemard Free Diet 
receives an annual grant of Rs. §,00e from Government, of Rs. 2,500 from the 
Educational Syndicate and of Rs. 500 from the Rangoon Municipality. The-total 
number of books in the library at the end of the year was 9,472. There were 1,224 
reyistered borrowers, and 7,195 books were lent out on loan. The Manuscmpt 
Department now contains 4,842 manuscripts.
